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Long Beach to test early earthquake warning system

The City of Long Beach might know 
when the next big earthquake will 
strike Southern California before any- 
one else. 

Last month, Long Beach was chosen 
by the California Institute of Technol- 
ogy and the United States Geological 
Survey to serve as a beta site for an ear- 
ly earthquake warning system, accord- 
ing to the City of Long Beach website. 

In its role as a beta site, Long Beach 
will experiment with the system and 
give feedback if necessary, according 


to the city website. 

The announcement comes after a se- 
ries of earthquakes struck North Amer- 
ica in the past few months. On March 
29, a 5.1 magnitude earthquake struck 
La Habra and on April 18, a 7.2 mag- 
nitude tremor also struck near Mexico 
City, according to the United States 
Geological Survey. 

Cal State Long Beach professor Nate 
Onderdonk said an early warning sys- 
tem, if implemented, would be a “huge 
help.” 


“Because we can transmit signals 
through phone lines or cell towers 
much faster than seismic waves travel, 
we could have seconds or maybe even 
a couple of minutes warning,’ Onder- 
donk said via email. “Even a few sec- 
onds would be enough time to shut off 
gas lines and thereby prevent massive 
fires.” 

The California Integrated Seis- 
mic Network, a joint partnership be- 
tween ‘multiple earthquake monitoring 
agencies, said the U.S. lacks an early 


earthquake warning system, while 
countries such as Mexico, Japan and 
Taiwan have already implemented 
similar systems, according to the 
CISN website. 

If an early earthquake warning 
system is implemented, it would de- 
pend largely on the recognition of 
energy released from P-waves, or 
seismic waves that move the ground 
in the same or opposite direction

For the last 35 years, Director of the 
School of Nursing Lucy Huckabay has 
been the life and leader of the nursing 
program. 

On: Saturday, Huckabay was hon- 
ored with the 2014 Soroptimist Award 
for Women of Distinction in the field of 
nursing education, which is awarded to 
“Women Who Make a Difference” in 
their specialized fields. 

The award was presented at a lun- 
cheon hosted by Chi Eta Phi Sorority 
Inc.’s Southwest Regional Conference 
at the Renaissance Long Beach Hotel. 

One way in which Huckabay made 
a difference was by increasing the size 
of the CSULB nursing program after 
California experienced a severe short- 
age of nurses in 2004, Huckabay said. 

“How do I make a difference? Lit- 
tle by little’ Huckabay said about the 
award. 

In 2004, U.S. nursing schools turned 
away 32,797 qualified applicants from 
undergraduate and graduate nursing 
programs due to an insufficient num- 
ber of faculty, clinical sites, classroom 
space, clinical preceptors and budget 
constraints, according to a 2004-05 
American Association of Colleges of 
Nursing report. The shortages also 
caused several hospitals to close patient 
care units. 

Huckabay helped triple the size of 
the nursing program from 325 students 
in 2004 to 1,017 in 2014 by fostering 
partnerships with organizations such

After nearly 20 years, Cal State Long 
Beach’s Department of Journalism and 
Mass Communication has earned na- 
tional accreditation from the Accredit- 


ing Council on Education in Journalism 
and Mass Communication. 

With the accreditation, CSULB joins 
other award-winning journalism pro- 
grams, such as Columbia University 
and New York University. There are 
only eight other schools in California 
that have this accreditation, including 
University of Southern California. 

“It makes us a part of a very small 
[number] of schools that have the ACE- 
JMC seal of approval,” said Chris Bur- 
nett, chair of the journalism and mass 
communication department. 

The ACEJMC council met on May 2 
in Arlington, Va., and voted 26-0 in fa- 
vor of the accreditation, with two mem- 
bers abstaining. 


“Tt’s going to mean better opportuni- 
ties as word gets about that we are an 
ACEJMC accredited school .. more 
families wanting to send their kids to 
CSULB and more support from admin- 
istration for more services,” Burnett said. 

The department earned accredita- 
tion after an intense three-year evalu- 
ation process that assessed the depart- 
ment’s curriculum and _ instruction, 
creative and professional activity, re- 
sources, facilities and equipment and 
other factors. 

Burnett said the accreditors made 
several site visits to evaluate the depart- 
ment in February and had “lots of great 
things to say” about the program. 

“ACEJMC comes in and looks at how 


we are providing professional training 
for students, how the faculty is engaged 
with students and if we properly reflect 
diversity,’ Burnett said. “The site team 
leader Christopher Callahan ... said he 
had ‘Never been at a school where there 
was more enthusiasm for accreditation 
than here. The top administrators were 
excited, the faculty was excited and so 
were the students.’”” 

Given that the accreditation is award- 
ed to more than 100 schools nationally, 
Burnett said that ACEJMC will help the 
department to attract future students 
who are seeking a top-notch journalism 
education. 

“Receiving accreditation will help 
strengthen our program, improve our 


curriculum and entice even more great 
students to join our program,” said 
Danny Paskin, a journalism professor 
and adviser in the department. 

Paskin said that the journalism de- 
partment was accredited in the early 
“90s, but saw a significant shortage of 
faculty. He said that a large staff is nec- 
essary to meet the standards of accredi- 
tation, which is why the department lost 
its recognition. 

Jazmin Salgado, a senior journalism 
major, said she thinks the accreditation 
is long overdue. 

“I think it’s about time we become 
recognized,” Salgado said. “We have a 
great program, and the university needs 
to fund our department more.”

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of traveling waves, according to the 
CISN website. Because P-waves do 
not cause much damage, experts 
would be able to warn people in the 
surrounding area that a much stron- 
ger S-wave, a seismic wave that 
moves the ground perpendicular 
to the direction of seismic wave, is 
about to hit. 

Although an early earthquake 
warning system would be helpful, 
Onderdonk said, those living in earth- 
quake-prone areas still need to take

“I think Southern California has 
made a lot of progress in being pre- 


pared for a big earthquake in the last 
30 or 40 years, but there is far more 
that needs to be done,” he said via 
email. “We have been experiencing an 
abnormally quiet period of time while 
LA has grown from a small town to a 
huge sprawling city and have not re- 
ally had to deal with any ‘big’ earth- 
quakes.” 

Onderdonk said it is important to 
store water, food and warm clothes in 
case an earthquake strikes. 

Students, like sophomore commu- 
nications major Vanessa Rosas, said 
they think the system would help, even 
if only marginally. 

“Tt’s not enough time, but it’s more 
... than you would get without it, so that 
one second might save your own life or 
somebody else you know,” she said. 


Jose Munoz, a junior business 
major, agreed. 

“I think a warning system is ex- 
actly what California needs,” he 
said. “Any kind of warning that ac- 
tually allows us to prepare ourselves 
in case of an earthquake, whether 
it’s an hour or just a few seconds, can 
be very beneficial, and it’s comfort- 
ing to know that there’s something 
like that out there.” 

But others think that while the 
program is well-intentioned, it 
probably wouldn’t do much good. 

“It’s a good idea in theory, but it 
might be useless because you don’t 
have that much time to prepare,” said 
Nereida Tinoco, a senior journalism 
major. “At the moment, you panic and 
forget what to do.” 


Professor selected as director 
of Long Beach Arts Council 


Victoria Bryan started 
as the executive 
director in April.

Cal State Long Beach arts profes- 
sor Victoria Bryan took on an execu- 
tive director position for the city last 
month after beating nearly 30 appli- 
cants from across the United States, 
Canada and Latin America for the 
job. 

Bryan, 62, is now executive di- 
rector of the Arts Council for the 
Long Beach Board of Directors. 
She has lived in Long Beach since 
1985 and taught at CSULB since 
2003. She started her new position 
in April. 

“This new emphasis is very excit- 
ing to me personally, so when the job 
became available, I decided to ap- 
ply for it,’ said Bryan, who has also 
taught in the theatre and education 
departments. “Its potential is its big- 
gest strength. I think we’re in a time 
of great change.” 

The executive director of the Arts 
Council, which supports and pro- 
motes the local arts community, is

ment of the organization and works 
alongside the Board of Directors to 
implement the Arts Council’s stra- 
tegic plan, which aims to foster cre- 
ativity in Long Beach, Bryan said. 

The Arts Council, which was 
established in 1976, receives 45 
percent of its $800,000 annual bud- 
get from the city. The rest is raised 
through grants and other govern- 
ment sources. 

Bryan said she believes she is suit- 
ed for the position because she has 
worked with many different artists 
and understands the diversity of the 
art world in Long Beach. 

“T look forward to the opportunity 
to build connections between our 
arts sector and our greater communi- 
ties,” Bryan said. “In Southern Cali- 
fornia, we have an incredibly diverse 
network of artists and arts and cul- 
tural organizations.” 

In 1978, Bryan co-founded and co- 
directed STOP-GAP, which provided 
a network of educational and thera- 
peutic theatre programs throughout 
Southern California. 

Bryan earned her Ph.D. from the 
Drucker School of Management. 
She also studied at the Royal Acad- 
emy of Dramatic Arts, which led 
her to an extensive background in 
visual arts, which includes consult- 
ing arts organizations and six years 
of educational television produc- 
tion in Iran. 
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as Long Beach Memorial Hospital and 
Veterans Affairs Medical Center. The 
partnerships ultimately helped produce 
more nurses for understaffed hospitals, 
which then donated funds to the nursing 
program, Huckabay said. 

“TJ had to learn on the job how to be 
a fundraiser,’ Huckabay said. “I think 
I’ve been very good at it.” 

Gradually, through state funding as 
well as partnerships and other contribu- 
tions, Huckabay said she also helped se-

classrooms and a computer lab. 

“It’s not just what you promise, you 
have to deliver,’ Huckabay said about 
the partnerships. “I put my life behind 
those promises.” 

Cal State Long Beach students pass 
their registered nurse licensing exam 
approximately 98 percent of the time 
and that the School of Nursing’s reten- 
tion rate and graduation rate are higher 
than 90 percent, Huckabay said. 


Huckabay said she believes the choic- 
es she has made throughout her life have 
influenced her own career. 

“T am a person who takes risks — cal- 
culated risks, not foolish risks,’ Huck- 
abay said. “I like to go where others 
have not gone ... sometimes they accuse 
me of not taking “No’ for an answer.” 

Colleagues of Huckabay’s said she 
has been a great leader to those who 
work in her department. 

“She’s a wonderful lady,” said Mau- 
reen Bykerk, an instructional support 
technician at the School of Nursing. 
“This department, honestly, wouldn’t be 
the same without her.” 

Assistant Director Beth Keely said 
that Huckabay has done a lot of things in 
her career that have made her stand out. 

“IT think she is recognized in the 
community as a real leader in nursing,” 
Keely said. “We do have one of the big- 
gest programs in the state right now and 
she’s really gone after a lot of additional 
funding to help support the school.” 

Additionally, Keely said that Huck- 
abay’s award is an incredible accom- 
plishment, not just for Huckabay, but for 
CSULB as well. 

“T think it’s a terrific honor,’ Keely 
said. “I think it’s a very prestigious 
award as far as the school is concerned. 
It kind of reflects on the school when you 
have somebody in your organization who 
has received something like that.” 

Outside of CSULB, Huckabay has 
served as.a World Health Organization 
consultant to establish international 
nursing programs in countries includ- 
ing Oman and Armenia. 

Huckabay said her husband helps her 
to make a difference in education. 

“T think I have a husband who tells 
me to dream big,” she said. “I think Jam 
good at that.”

“SEEKING 
ARRANGEMENTS’ 
POSES MORAL 
DILEMMA 


emember the days before we 
lived in a cyber-world? The days 
when Instagram, Facebook, 
Twitter and Tinder didn’t exist? 
Yeah, it’s hard for us to remember too. 
The reality is that we live in a time where 
virtually everyone uses some sort of social 
media platform to communicate, and as a 
result, the stigma associated with online 
dating has begun to fade away. 

We’ve come to terms with the growing 
technology, and we welcome the develop- 
ment of new social media websites that 
might make some of our lives just that 
much simpler. However, when we came 
across the website seekingarrangements. 
com, we found ourselves at an ethical 
crossroads. 

Seeking Arrangements is a “dating” 
website designed to help users find partners 
through the pairing of “sugar babies” and 
“sugar daddies.” Keep in mind, we use the 
term “dating” very loosely here. We are 
nervous about the implications of this new 
version of online dating. 

Unlike other online dating sites, such 
as Match, eHarmony and Chemistry, 
Seeking Arrangements focuses on pair- 
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ing matches through purely superficial 
means. Relationships aren’t the direction 
for registered users, which is the dat- 

ing site norm. We assume that users on 
standard dating sites like Match are there 
for it’s intended purpose, finding a con- 
nection through communication as well 
as mutual attraction. Seeking Arrange- 
ments, on the other hand, puts a monetary 
value on people. 

Of course, we’ve come to accept that 
finding a partner online is a supplement to 
real-life dating, and in all honesty, finding a 
date online seems pretty harmless. We’re in 
a generation of online dating apps, and it’s 
hard to come across a millennial that doesn’t 
know what Tinder is, the dating app based 
on pictures and location. 

As superficial as Tinder is, we have to at 
least give credit to the fact that Tinder and 
other online dating sites are designed with 
the purpose of matching users with a date. 
Seeking Arrangements, on the other hand, 
seems like a guise for a soft form of prostitu- 
tion. 

It’s true that prostitution may come across 
as a gross exaggeration, but gold diggers are 
all scattered throughout Southern California. 
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The problem we see with Seeking Arrange- 
ments is that it’s an open platform in the 
market for users to literally “purchase” 
someone based on age and appearance. 

Seeking Arrangement users register as a 
“sugar baby” or a “sugar daddy” and set a 
“lifestyle budget” to alert possible partners 
of their price point. Some “sugar babies” 
explicitly state that they are looking for a 
partner to pay their rent, fund vacations or 
provide monthly allowances for maintenance 
and shopping. 

Although the site states that seekingar- 
rangements.com launched 10 years ago, a 
growing number of college co-eds are only 
just beginning to use the site. 

Last Friday, Seeking Arrangement CEO 
Brandon Wade hosted “The Sugar Affair” 
masquerade ball in Manhattan, New York 
for college females. The event was coordi- 
nated just around the corner of graduation 
time so that student females could find a 
potential partner-to pay off student loans, 
according to a statement from Wade to the 
New York Post. 

The students who attended the event 
were receptive to finding a “sugar daddy,” 
some even revealed that they already have 
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a partner taking care of monthly allowance. 
One of the most disheartening stories that 
came froma “sugar baby” attendee'at the 
event who said that her 59-year-old sugar 
daddy is battling terminal cancer, but still 
pays the “sugar baby” $4,000 a month 

for her and her sister’s living expenses. 
Another undergraduate attendee said that a 
“sugar. daddy” pays her $400 to $800 every 
time they meet, according to an article 
from Daily Mail. 

Sure, Seeking Arrangements is legally 
sound, and we understand that it’s a means 
of making money, which is kind of like 
having a job, but it scares us that people are 
stepping in this direction. Placing a price on 
someone based solely on age, appearance 
and income through a website devalues the 
concept of dating through organic interac- 
tions. 

We can only hope that Seeking Ar- 
rangements will decrease in popularity, 
and that similar websites won’t develop, 
but that seems unlikely. Although our 
generation has seen great growth in 
technological advances, a website like 
Seeking Arrangements is a counterpro- 
ductive step.

On the third floor of a 1920s shoe 
factory in the midst of the Los Angeles 
fabric district lives a group of people 
dripping with cutting-edge creativity. 
‘This shoe factory turned modern-art- 


‘gallery-community-living-space is 


known as “Think Tank” and is home to 
Evan Hagen, the creator of upcoming 
local music festival Psycho De Mayo. 

Hagan’s one-day psychedelic rock 
music festival will be held on May 11 at 
The Observatory in Santa Ana, which 
has recently welcomed bigger music 
festivals, such as Burgerama in March, 
that allowed the higher volume of at- 
tendees to flood outside and around the 
front and back of the mid-sized venue. 

“Psycho [De Mayo] is the forefront of 
the biggest thing we have ever worked 
on,” said Vince Jacob, Hagen’s right 
hand man on the project. 

Curating the festival is Thief Pres- 
ents, Hagen’s production company that 


is well known for using colored oil and 
glass slides projected on a large scale 
to create psychedelic bubble art that 
brings back the vibe of the late “60s. 

Back for the second year, this festi- 
val draws in a melting pot of psych-rock 
lovers, part of a radical subculture that 
is forever emerging. 

Now that the festival is less than a 
week away, anticipation for this year’s 
line-up surges through music lovers. 

“There’s definitely an array of bands 
from different sides of the spectrum,” 
said Joseph Baca, a Fullerton music en- 
thusiast. 

Baca explained the hype of this 
year’s headliner, ‘70s heavy metal band 
Pentagram. He said that the legendary 
Black Sabbath was quoted saying that 
Pentagram is what they listened to and 
drew a lot of influence from. 

Baca said these bands have been 
“keepin it real for decades” as they tend 
to stray from emerging into mainstream 
music. The uniqueness of the music cul- 
ture is that the artists have always re- 
mained true to the smooth drone beats 
and hard metal riffs they have been cre- 


ating since day one. 

In addition to Pentagram, Baca said 
that Fullerton-based Dahga Bloom and 
Capt. Slookie and The Rogue Squadron 
are at the top of the must-see list at Sun- 
day’s fest. 

Other bands include Canadian 
psyche band Suuns, D.C.’s original in- 
die rockers Dead Meadow and German 
progressive psychedelic stoner band 
Kadavar. i 

‘In addition to the two stages fea- 
turing the medley of artists, Pyscho 
De Mayo is collaborating with skate 
companies Obey, Active Ride Shop 
and Baker Skate to bring a skate ramp 
open to professional riders to the festi- 
val, Jacob said. Baker and Active’s pro 
skate teams will also be hosting demos 
throughout the day. 

Jacob has also added a new element 
to this year’s festivity, a ticket giveaway 
that’s out of this world, or at least the 
county — geocaching. 

Jacob said that on Thursday at 10 
a.m., music blog Rabbits Black along 
with Thief Presents will be announc- 
ing a set of coordinates leading to a 


time capsule buried out in the desert. 
In the figurative pot at the end of this 
psychedelic rainbow sits two all access 
passes to the festival, a Celestron Cos- 
mos series wifi telescope, Obey skate 
deck signed by artists Shepard Fairy 
and Lance Mountain, limited edition 
skate deck designed by Active Ride 
Shop and Dead Meadow, assorted vinyl 
collection from Riding Easy Records, 
one Bio-Lite wood burning camp stove, 
apparel, and more. 

While the free tickets to Psycho De 
Mayo may be six feet under, the culture 
in which they lead to is far from under- 
ground. 

“Smaller DIY festivals like these 
are the heart beat of this culture,” said 
festival attendee Victoria Craven, “It’s 
a place for real music lovers who ap- 
preciate the art, not just the hipster 
[scene].”

State Fullerton, the Dirtbags took to 
the field Tuesday and lost a long back- 
and forth-battle with San Diego State, 
6-3. 

The Dirtbags got on the board first 
in the second inning, which was led 
off with a Michael Hill double. Johnny 
Bekakis bunted him over, and Eric 
Hutting drove a single up the middle 
to plate Hill. 

Dirtbag starter Ryan Millison found 
himself in trouble in the third, when 
a chopper over the head of Alex De- 
Goti gave the Aztecs runners on the 
corners with one out. The next bat- 
ter grounded another one to DeGoti, 
which allowed Tyler Adkison to score 
and tie the game at one. 

The tie was broken in the fifth after 
a double by Colton Vaughn.

After Millison got 
the next two batters, he gave up a dou- 
ble to Greg Allen to drive in the run. 
That was the last batter Millison would 
face, as he was pulled for Nick Rosetta. 

Rosetta had Allen caught in a run- 
down, but the throw from Vaughn hit 
Allen in the helmet. Allen tried to 
round home, but got caught up with 
Hampson. The umpire ruled a defen- 
sive interference, allowing Allen to 
come home to break the 2-2 tie. 

The Dirtbags tied it again in the 
eighth when Richard Prigatano, in his 
first game back from injury, reached 
base on a throwing error by Ty France. 
Prigatano stole second and advanced to 
third on a wild pitch, and then scored 
the tying run on a Michael Hill sac fly. 

“He’ll be back,” head coach Troy 
Buckley said of Prigatano. “He should 
play right field this weekend. It was 
good to have him back.” 

The Aztecs broke the tie in the ninth 
when Ty France was walked and Brad 
Haynal was hit by pitch. Kyle Fried- 
richs came on in relief and threw a 
pickoff throw behind Hampson, allow-
